DEEP CRIME 


Details of Deeming’s Career 


of Murder, 


How He Was Traced Under Many 
Aliases in Australia. 


Story of the Girl Who Barely Es- 
caped Being His Victim. 


A Specimen of the Demon's Amatory 
Epistles—Excitement in the Colonies 
Over His Fiendish Acts—He 
is a Sane Man. 


84 Telegraph to The Times. 


San Francisco, April 14.—[By the 
Associated Press,] The steamer Ala- 
meda, which arrived here this morning 
from Australia, brought details of 
Deeming’s crimes. Nothing since the 
early days of the settlements in West 
Australia has so stirred the colony to 
its depths. All business was stopped at 


every place through which Deeming 


passed on his way to Melbourne, and 
people turned out to have a look at the 
criminal. 

The crushed and mangled body of the 
woman was found in the populous sub- 
urb of Windsor, southeast of Melbourne, 
March 5, and a week later Deeming 
was in custody, charged with murder. 
The last occupant of the house was a 
man who gave the name of Drew. and 
he disappeared suddenly. He com- 
plained of a leaky condition of the walls 
of the house, and told the landlord that 
he was a practical man; that he had 
bought some cement and would patch 
up the walis himself. He 

CEMENTED HIS WIFE UP 

in one of the walls. Drew was appar- 
ently aman of sporting proclivities. 
He dressed in the height of fashion and 
was bedecked with diamonds, and 
cargied himself with the air of a lord. 
He wastraced to the steamer Kaiser 
Wilhelm where he was identified as 
Albert Williams. 

Eight days after the crime Williams 
sought another victim through a mat- 
rimonial agency in Melbourne, and 
went on to Sydney by steamer. On the 
voyage he made desperate love to a 

oung lady passenger, Miss Kate 
unsefell of Bathurst. His manner 
captured the heart of the fair passen- 


_ ger, and when they arrived at Sydney 


she had promised to become his wife. 
‘He was then traveling under the name 
of ‘‘Baron Swanson,’”’ and in glowing 
terms he pictured to her his vast estates 
and made 
glorious promises for their future. 
Step by step the detectives traced him, 
aided in their search by his ostentatious 
display of diamonds and his general 
bearing, and his love entanglement 
with Miss Rounsefell eventually led to 
his capture. 
HIS RECORD TRACED. 

At Sydney ‘‘Swansen’’ was identified 
as Albert Deeming, a plumber and gas 
fitter who was accompanied by his wife 
and two children, and who serveda 
sentence at Darlinghurst for larceny, 
and eventually the record of the man, 
under the names of Deeming, Baron 
Swanson, Drew, Williams and Lawson, 
was made bare tothe world. He was 
traced by the police tothe Southern 
Cross mine or the Yiegara gold fields 
in West Australia, where he was work- 
ing as an engineer, and was at the time 
furnishing a house in anticipation of 
his marriage to Miss Rounsefell. The 
latter’s fathér was a tradesman who 
died some years ago. leaving a widow 
and children. The eldest sister is now 
a milliner at Bathurst, and Deeming’s 
flancée secured employment at the 
—— stationers and news agency in 

risbane. She afterward accompanied 
her brother to Broken Hill, and while | 
there was taken sick and was obliged to 
return to her sister in Bathurst. It 
was on this trip that she met Deeming. 
Shd was only a country girl of 19 and 
never doubted the sincerity of Deem- 
ing’s motives. The elder sister was so 
taken with the alleged ‘‘Baron’’ that 
she readily gave her consentto the 
marriage. 

THE DEMON’S LOVE LETTER. 

While Deeming was at the mine he 
wrote his unsuspecting fiancée con- 
stantly and in one of his letters under 
date of February 8, he says he isin 
trouble, having one of his bags stolen 
from his cabin, with £180 worth of 
goods init. Further on he says: 

I must now tell you, dear, what I have 
done since my arrival here. As soon asI 
got here I put an advertisement in a paper 
I have sent you, by which I have been ap- 

inted managing engineer at a salary of 

6 per week with a house for the first six 
months and £8 10s per week in the future. 
Besides this, I expect to make £3 per week. 
The mine is about 250 miles from Perth. 
which is a fine town and has a health 
climate and everything that can be wishe 
for comfort. You must not think it is like 
Broken Hill; farfromit. Now, as soon as 

ou get this letter, dear, send me a wire; 

et me know whether you cancome at once. 

Iwill have the house for you and every- 
thing arranged for our wedding on your 
arrival. Now don't keep me waiting, dear. 
So long as we are to be husband and wife, 
wh not be it at once, There 
wi be no advantage in waiting. 
I have written your brother today and told 
bim of our coming union, and you will no 
doubt get a letter from him on the subject. 
Now, you must not think, dear, that we 
will remain in the gold fields all our lives. 
I intend to make enough money in two 
years to take a trip to England. So you 
must look forward to the same. Please 
send me a Sydner paper and a Melbourne 
one if you can getit. Now, dear, with love 
to sister, I must conclude. From your ever 
loving and affectionate BARON. 

The young lady believed him in every- 
thing and went about making prepara- 
tions for her approaching wedding. 
Everything was ready for her departure 
when the news of her betrothed’s ar- 
rest came, 

CRUSHING HER COMPLETBLY. 

She was taken to Melbourne to give 
her testimony, and assisted as much as 
lay in her power to bring the psuedo 
Baron to justice. e sent a letter to 
her sister, in which’she wrote: 

I sup you all the news now. I 
am so weary of nothing but reporters and 
artists for the papers, I think ever yone 
sympathizes with me, but I.was very for. 
tunate. I will no doubt get work here, and 
then, perhaps, might see you again; but | 
will never return, Please, dear Liz, it will 
be better for you to change our now noto- 


rious name under my picture. ‘The In- 
tended Victim,” I suppose they will put 
mein waxworks. Every one wants to take 
us about. Idon’tlike leaving the house. 
Every shop hag flaring news; “The Wind- 
sor, Murder,’’ and under every gas jet 
stands a crowd reading. In all railway car- 
riages and wepeere I hear nothing but the 
same thing. hat a mockery my wedding 
clothes! I wag looking at them last night. 
.MORB PROOFS OF GUILT. 

It has not been established that Deem- 
ing is the notorious ‘Jack the Ripper,”’ 
but five more brutal murders have been 
traced to him and the evidence thus far 
gathered pointsto himas the White- 
chapel fiend. In spite of the damning 
proofs againgt him he declares his inno- 
cence. A n@mberof photographs be- 
longing to the murderer, which may 
prove clews Of value, have been handed 
over tothe police. One is of cabinet 
size and presents a young woman fash- 
lonably dressed. It is believed that it 
represents Mrs. Williams, the victim of 
the Windsor tragedy. Other photo- 
graphs havealso been found. One is 
that of a young woman, another of 
a lad, and another of an _ infant. 
On the photograph of the wo- 
man, supposed to be the Wind- 
sor victim, the imprint appears 
to have been carefully removed. The 
other photographs, according to the 
imprint on their backs, were taken at 
Sheffield, England; Whitehaven, En- 
gland; in Ohio, U.S.A.; Sydney, N.SW., 
and Rockhampton, Quebec. A number 
of Deeming’s hats are also in posses- 
sion of the police, and these may play 
an important part in his trial. e had 


‘a high hat and two felt ones, such as 


‘‘Williams’* wore in Melbourne. While 
at Southern Cross ‘Swanson’ gave 
away a piece of music, on a corner of 
which can be deciphered the name of 
‘Albert’ -Williams."’ Visiting cards 
found amongihis effects have the name, 
“Commercial Hotel’’ printed on them, 
which it is believed will give a clew to 
the Rainhilltragedy. 
 DEEMING DECLARED SANE. 

April 14.—The official 
inspector in lunacy made an examina- 
tion of Deeming to ascertain his mental 
condition, and makes a report declaring 
Deeming perfectly sane.

A DOUBLE EXECUTION, 


A Woman and Her Son Decapitated for 
Murder in Germany. 

Beruiy, April 14,.—[By Cable and’ Asso- 
Press.}] A woman named Kruz, 
convicted of the murder of her hus- 
band, and her elder son, Wilhelm, who 
was her accomplice in the murder, 
were executed at Dortmund today. 
The prisoners confessed the murder, 
saying they were weary of keeping the 
victim because he was unfit for work. 
Wilhelm, being unable to walk, was 
partly. carried to the scene of execu- 
tion and submitted quietly. The exe- 
cutioner severed the head from the 
body with a single sweep of the ax. 

en everything was ready the 
woman was led out. She walked firmly 


to the block and placed her head where 
she was told to, and ina few seconds 
the executioner finished his ghastly 
work. The bodies were at once re- 
moved. 


Uncle Sam’s Controversy 
With Italy Ended. 


The United States Pays $25,000 for 
the New Orleans Lynching. 


The Money to Go to the Families of 
Three of the Victims. 


The Closing Correspondence Made Public 
~—Interrupted Diplomatic Relations 
WiUl Be Renewed and the 
Hatchet Baried. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonpon, April 14.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| A dispatch from 
Rome says that a series of notes Lave 
passed between Blaine and Marquts 
Imperiali, Italian Charge d’Affairs at 
Washington, resulting in a settlement 
of the differences between Italy and 
the United States growing out of the 
lynching of Italians in New Orleans. 

According to this dispatch Marquis 
Imperiali advised the Italian govern- 
ment that he had received from the 
United States $25,000 for the fami- 
lies of the victims. This money, the 
marquis adds, was accompanied by a 


note from Blaine, in which he 
declares that, although the wrong 
was not committed directly by 


the United States, the latter never- 
theless, feels a solemn duty in the 
premises. The note adds that Blaine 
declares that he feels great pleasure 
that the government should pay Italy a 
satisfactory indemnity, and in conse- 
quence of these instructions given to 
Blaine by Harrison, the latter hopes 
the arrangement will end the unfortun- 
ate incident; that former good relations 
between the two countries will be firmly 
reéstablished; that nothing in future 
will occur to disturb such relations. 

In his note replying to Blaine’s com- 
munication, Imperiali says that Italy 
has already with pleasure noted the 
terms in which Harrison referred to 
the matter in his message at the open- 
ing of Congress. The Marquis further 
says that Italy considers the indemnity 
sufficient, without prejudice to any ac- 
tion at law that may be brought by 
aggrieved parties. He also expresses 
the hope that the payment of the in- 
demnity will result ina happy reéstab- 
lishment of relations between the gov- 
ernments. 


CONFIRMED AT WASHINGTON. 


The United States Pays Up and the In- 
cident ts Ended. 

Wasuineton, April 14.—| By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Inquiry in this city con- 
firms the statement from Rome that a 
complete and amicable settlement has 
been reached in the international 
difficulties between the United States 
and Italy, growing out of the New Or- 
leans tragedy. It appears that the 
Government of the United States is 
voluntarily taking the initiative in clos- 
ing the breech and without committing 
itself to a recognition of any claim for 
indemnity, but simply as an act of jus- 
tice and not from motives of comity, 
placed in the hands of the Marquis Im- 
perialia, the Italian Charge d’Affairs 
here, $25.000 for distribution among 
the heirs of the three Italians killed at 
New Orleans and found to be subjects of 
the Italian government. 

itis understood that the money was 
taken from the annual appropriation of 
$80,000 to enable the President to 
provide for unforseen emergencies in 
the diplomatic and consular service so 
that it may be unnecessary to call upon 
Congress for a specific ‘appropriation. 
By this action on the part of the United 
States Government the disagreeable 
complications in the relations existing 
between the two governments, it is be- 
lieved, have been removed and within a 
short time diplomatic relations between 
them will be restored to an amicable 
status, the same as existed before the 
New Orieans tragedy, Minister Porter 
returning to Rome and the Minister 
from Rome taking up his post at Wash- 
ington. 

The full text of the correspondence 
was made public tonight. The first let- 
ter is from Secietary Blaine, dated 
April 12, to Marquis lmperiali, the Ital- 
ian Charge d@’ Affairs, congratulating him 
that the difficulty growing out of the la- 
mentable massacre at New Orleans is 
about to be terminated, and saying that 
President Harrison feels that there 
should be ample indemnity for such in- 
jury and instructs him to. tender 
£125,000 to be distributed by the Ital- 
ian governmentamongt he families of 
the victims. Blaine says that, while the 
injury was not directly inflicted by the 
United States, the President feels that 
it is asolemn duty, as well as a great 
pleasure, for the National Government 
to pay a satisfactory indemnity, and 
hopes the President’s instructions may 
efface all memory of the wr Ad trag- 
edy, and that the old and friendly rela- 


be restored. 

In closing Blaine assures Imperiali 
that his service is grateful and accept- 
able to the United States. 

Imperiali acknowledging’ Blaine’s 
note, expresses the pleasure of His 
Majesty’s government in learning that 
the United States acknowledges it a 
solemn duty and at the sametime a 
great pleasure to pay an indemnity to 
Italy, and accepts the same without 
prejudice to judicial steps which it may 
be proper for the parties to take, and 
sees no reason why the relations be 
tween the twogovernments should not 
again become intimate, cordial and 
friendly. 

Under instructions from Premier 
Rudini, and in the name of the Italian 
}government, Imperiali declares to 
Blaine that diplomatic relations be- 
tween Italy and the United States are 
fully retstablished from the moment, 
and that pending the Minister’s return 
to the capital he advises Blaine that he 
has taken charge of the royal legation 
in the capacity of Charge d’ Affaires.

The Rush to the Sisseton Lands Be- 


gins today. 


Stirring Scenes Alona the Borders of the 
Reservation—Two Iowa School- 
marms Who are Sure to Se- 
cure Good Claims.

Watertown (S. D.,) Apri’ 14.—[By 
the Associated Press.] Additions to 
the ranks of the Sisseton boomer were 
very marked today. The line before 
the Land Office was greatly lengthened. 
Places in the line sold as high as $150. 
Co. A, State troops, has been placed at 
the orders of the sheriff, but as the 
crowd is orderly it is not thought their 
services will be required, and tomorrow 
they will probably be ordered to the res- 
ervasion. The march tothe reservation 
continues. Many of those intending to 
file concluded to avail themselves of the 
squatters’ rights. Thelivery men have 
formed a combination, and anything 
less than $20 fora team tomorrow is 
laughed at. There is a rnmor of an or- 
der to come from Washington compel- 
ling everyone to file and cut off squat- 
ters, If such an order does come there 
will be trouble. | 

Brown's (Minn.,) April 14.— 
| Small bodies of men are making for the 
reservation in order to be advantage- 
ously located when the rush begins to- 
morrow. Crowds are reported congre- 
gated all along the line. It is reported 
that some 700 men on the northern 
line intend to settle in a body and have 
laid out the plan of a townsite in the 
center quarter of the land they occupy. 
Such a location is not warranted by the 
surrounding conditions, as it is fifteen 
miles from any railroad, but it is said to 
be located directly under the North- 
western route’s new air line from Chi- 
cago, and the company will build a 
depot there when it is organized. The 
mud is a foot deep.and it is still raining. 
There is even prospects of a stormy day 
tomorrow. 

Tomorrow morning troops will sur- 
round the reservation on the north and 
east boundaries. Bugle signals will 
open the filing, which will be the signal 
for a helter-skelter race. At least 500 
horsemen will engage in a desperate 
scramble over the reservation for the 
future Sisseton town, Mamie Schaler 
and Bessie Cole, two pretty Anamosa 
(iowa) schoolmarms, are here after 
land, They are unprotected, but every 
man in the crowd has sworn to see the 
girls located on the best half section of 
the reserve. | 

Faroo (N. D.,) April 14.—A ‘line was 
formed before the Land Office last night 
and is growing rapidly. Most of the 
men in line have provisions, chairs and 
blankets and are making themselves 
comfortable. The crowd is orderly and 
no trouble is feared. The office has not 
yet received an official plat of the land, 
and has sent forward for it, and 
although the messenger rides all night 
it is thought he will not reach here in 
time. 

~Hankrnson (N. D.,) April 14.—The 

excitement here over the prospective 
opening of the reservation tomorrow is 
intense. The crowd is good-natured. 
No trouble is anticipated. 

Wansay (S. D.,) April 14.—The town 
is crowded to overflowing and excite- 
ment among the boomers is great. 
There is no prospect of trouble. 

Witmor (S. D.,) April 14.—The Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul has a 
train ready to start for the Lake Tra- 
verse lands, which are the most fertile 
on the reservation, tomorrow. The 
train will run tothe border, and at a 
signal made the boomers will dash for 
the lands. At the end of the road 
townsite companies will have convey- 
ances to take settlers to their exact 
claims. The railroad promises to ac- 
commodate all. Trouble is feared 
when the train starts if everybody is 
not taken.

E.reno (Oklahoma,) April 14.—Some 
land in the Cheyene and Arapahoe reser- 
vation is fair farming soil, but most of 
itis poor. A few would-be settlers, 
disgusted with the outlook, are leaving, 
but their places are rapidly filled. It is 
reported that the Cheyennes held a big 
ghost dance near the seat of ‘‘M” 
county Monday night. ‘‘Sooners,’’ 
found on Deer Creek were bound and 
escorted to the line. Trouble is not 
feared with the Indians, although they 
have the messiah craze.

Through Excursion Tickets to Mountain 
» Resorts—Local Notes. 

It is announced that the Southern 
California passenger department will 
sell through tickets to Bear Valley by 
way of San Bernardino, and to Straw- 
berry Valley, by way of San Jacinto.

Calling the Roll of Judges, 

The situation in San Francisco as _ re- 
spects the grand jury and the boodlers 
is again becoming very interesting. 
When Judge Wallace’s grand jury was 
discharged as illegal it was declared by 
those who had taken a leading part in 
the aggressive war on the boodle gangs 
that the fight would not be given up. 
They seem to be sticking to tleir 
promise, and though the better ele- 


ments are not-a majority in the present 


grand jury they area very respectable 
minority, and they have shown that 
they can make things very awkward for 
their fellow-jurymen and for the court. 
Contrary to the calculations of many 
people, who probably thought that the 
whole thing would blow overif it were 
given a little time, the main issue still 
remains with much of its former force 
and directness. 

When Judge Troutt was chosen to 
preside over the court and proceeded 
to impanel the present grand jury, there 
was a great show of carrying the pro- 
ceedings through in a fair and in- 
genuous way, so that the so-called jury- 


fixers might have no chance to get in 


their work. Each one of the judges 
nominated one or more of the grand 
jurors in open court, and thus stood in 
a manner sponsor for the integrity of 
his nominations. ‘The plan at least 
had the merit of fixing the responsi- 
bility for every man’s appointment 
upon somebody. It looked as though 
the court wished to be fair and was 
willing to stand by the full consequen- 
ces of its acts. It was not to be sup- 
posed that the judges would like to 
stand in the guise of jury-fixers them- 
selves by the “light of subsequent de- 
velopments.- 

Well, the jury got to work and put in 
acouple of months without much out- 
side interference. The development of 
last Tuesday, when eight of the mem- 
bers filed a petition to the Court asking 
for their discharge on the ground that 
they found it utterly impossible to se- 
cure certain indictments which in their 
opinion were just and proper, in view 
of the evidence before the jury, opens 
the campaign afresh. The eight men 
who are supposably in favor of indict- 
ing the boodlers are:

It is probable that the character of the 
men whom they respectively named was 
well known to them, and if not then 
they were guilty of a grave dereliction 
of duty. In this way itis easy to pick 


out the judges who are under boodle 


influence, those who are against it and 
those who are indifferent. 
The affected surprise of Judge Troutt 
when he was informed through the 
press that the man whom he had him- 
self nominated and then, designated as 
foreman had onée, been indicted for 
boodling, is  puerile. Judge Troutt 


should have known all about the man 
whom he’ named for this responsible 
position. No excuse of .ignorottce will 
now avail him in public estimation. 

What may be the outcome of the pres- 
ent controversy itis hard to forecast; 
but probably there will be majority and 
minority repdrts filed and the jury will 
be discharged. 

The judges who are responsible for 
this second miscarriage of justice 
willhave to bear the odium of, iw 
What that responsibility means they 
may not fully realize’ untik ‘they again 
offer themselves as candidates for pub- 
lic positions. 

The fight goes bravely on, There is 
no such thing as fail if those who have 


‘only remain true and follow a_ consist- 
ent course. It isa great thing to fix 
the responsibility for misdoing where it 
belongs. Public opinion will do the 
rest. 

One of the eight jurors who asked to 
be discharged thus expressed himself to 
a representative of the San Francisco 
Examiner: 


It is simply this, that: the few honest men 
on the grand jury were béing dragged in 
the mire by the others, and when we saw 
there wasa probability of casting odium 
upon us we decided to file the petition. 

We were only losing our time and doing 
nothing, for asa matter of fact wer :re 
powerless in the hands of the majo. ty, 
particularly in more important questiuns.

The Usual Services will Be Held in the 
Catholic and Episcopal Churches. 

Yesterday was Holy Thursday. This 
day of Easter week has been marked 
from an early age of the church by 
acts of humility in sommemoration of 
Christ washing the feet of His disciples 
on the eve of His crucifixion. 

Down at the big Cathedral on Main 
street there was a throng of worshipers 
coming and g all day, and kneeling 
before the tichly decorated side altar 
(called the sepulcher,) which was the 
only altar illuminated.

Gen, Alger “a Strong Favorite 
With the Michiganders, 


But Their Delegates to Minneapolis 


Go Uninstructed. 7 


The Boyd Faction Captures the Ne- 
braska Democracy. 


The Latter’s Delegates Will Go to Chicago 
Without Instructions — Proceed- 
ings in the State Couventions 
of Both Parties. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
Detroit (Mich.,) April 14.—[By th 
Associated Press.| The Republican 
State Convention met this afternoon. 
Ex-Congressman Allen was made tem- 
porary chairman. Allusions in his 
speech to Alger, Blaine and Harrison 
were wildly applauded. The enthu- 
siasm of the day reached its height 
when a resolution was presented, 
which, after indorsing the administra- 
tion of Harrison, eulogized Alger 
strongly and urged his nomination for 

the Presidency. 

These resolutions, with all others, 
were referred to the Committee on 
Resolutions and were reported back in 
a modified form and were adopted 
amid applause. Resolutions were also 
adopted condemning the Michigan ger- 
rymander, the Springer Wool Bill. and 
approvihg the McKinley law. 

Delos A. Blodgett of Kent county, 
James M. Wilkinson of Marquette 
Charles W. Wells of Saginaw and Ww. M. 
Ferry of Detroit were ananimously nom- 
inated as delegates-at-large to the’ na- 
tional convention. 

At this juncture Thomas W. Palmer, 
president of the World’s Fair, was in- 
vited tothe stage and in response to 
clamor for a speech addressed the con- 
vention. 

For electors-at-large, William Mc- 
Pherson of Livingston county and ex- 
Congressman J. A. Hubble of Houghton 
county were nominated. 

The various Congress districts re- 
ported members of the State Central 
Committee and candidates for district 
electors. Senator James McMillan was 
re-elected chairman of the State Com- 
mittee by acclamation and the nomina- 
tions of the Congress districts were con- 
firmed. | 

The Committee on Resolutions then 
reported. The resolutions indorse the 
work of the Fifty-first Congress, and 
demand effective legislation by Congress 
to secure the integrity and purity of 
national elections; approve the force- 


‘ful, fearless and dignified policy of the 


administration of President Harrison, 
who has been so ably assisted by that 
noble, patriotic statesman, James G. 
Blaine. The last plank in the platform 
was as follows: 

While the Republicans of Michigan recog- 
nize the sterling worth and ability of our 
distinguished fellow-citizen, Gen. Russell 
Alger, whose claim to recognition as a 
Presidential standard-bearer is familiar to 
the people of the Nation since his name 
was first presented at the Chicago conven- 
tion in 1888, we can safely leave to the col- 
lective judgment of the representatives of 
the party at Minneapolis in June next the 
selection of a leader who will head the tri- 
umphant march of our hosts to victory at 
the polls in November, pledging to the 
nominee our unqualified coéperation and 
unswerving devotion. 

The reference to Gen. Alger was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm, and the 
resolutions were adopted amid cheers, 
The convention then adjourned. 


NEBRASKA DEMOCRATS. 


The Boyd Faction Win—No Instructions 
Given—Silver Men Defeated. 

Omaua (Neb.,) April 14.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The fight between the 
Boyd and Martin factions inthe Demo- 
cratic State Convention continued all 
night before the Committee an. Creden- 
tials. After a brief respite the strug- 
gle was renewed this morning, and the 
‘convention was kept waiting all the 
morning by the failure of the Creden- 
tials Committee to report. The dele- 
gates from the various Congress dis- 
tricts selected delegatestothe Chicago 
convention. A majoritye of these are 
Boyd men and against instructing for 
Cleveland. 

It was nearly noon when Chairman 
Beatty called the convention to order. 
The Committee on Credentials reported 
in favor of seating the Boyd delegations 
from Douglass, Cheyenne, Cuming and 
Hitchcock counties. A motion to adapt 
the committee report was amended to 
seatthe Martin. delegates. Then the 
final struggle for supremacy began. 
County Attorney Mahoney spoke: in 
favor of the Martin faction and Charles 
Offut presented the Boyd case. 

A vote was then taken. The Boyd 
faction was victorious. 

A resolution indorsing Cleveland and 
instructing the delegates to the national 
convention tovote for him was pre- 
sented. An amendment was presented 
eliminating instructions. This was 
adopted and the resolution as amended 
passed. After the appointment of a 
Committee on Resolutions a recess was 
taken. 

Upoén reconvening the convention 
ratified the nomination for delegates 
made by the Congress district and then 
proceeded to the selection of delegates- 
at-large. Gov. Boyd was selected to 
head the delegation by a practically 
unanimous vote. The other delegates 
are Tobias Castor, Judge W. H. Thomp- 
son and Milton Doolittle. 

The Committee on Resolutions then 
reported declaring steadfast adherence 
to the Democratic platform of 1884 and 
Cleveland’s tariff policy. | 

At the conclusion of the platform, 
Congressman Bryan offered a resolu- 
tion favoring the tree coinage of silver. 
An uproarensued. Congressman Bryan 
spoke in favor of the resolution, sup- 
ported by delegates from the western 
part of the State, but other prominent 
leaders of the party were against him. 
After a hot debate lasting three hours, 
the roll was called and Chairman Beatty 
announced the defeat of the resolution 
by 247 to 229. Pandemonium broke 
Joss, The silver: men made a rush for 
the stage and mounting the recorder’s 
table shrieked that they were beaten by 
fraud, Finally quiet was restored and 
the vote verified.

ON TRIAL FOR PERJURY. 

Henry C. Beckley appeared before 
Judge Ross and a jury in the United 
States. District Court yesterday morn- 
ing for trial upon thecharge of perjury, 


he having been indicted by the last: 


United States grand jury. e Govern- 
ment was represented by Messrs. Allen 
and Denis, while J. A. Donnell, Esq., ap- 
peared for the defendant. 

The jurors selected to try the case 
were W. F. Ball, F. A. Bradshaw, O. W. 
Childs, H. De Garmo, G. M. D. Fisher, 
G. W. Frey, J. Hamilton, M. S. Hewes, 
C. W. Hicks, J. A. Montgomery, J. T. 
O'Hara and H. L. Tufts. 

The first and only witness called 
by .the prosecution was M, L. Ward, 
United States Commissioner at San 
Diego, who testified to the effect that, 
on November 17 last, the defendant was 
sworn by him asa witness during the 
preliminary examination of J. Harvey 
McCarthy, charged with having smug- 
gled two horses over the Mexican line, 
and denied under oath that he had ever 
seen the horses in question on José Yor- 
ba’s ranch in Mexico in 1890. 

Counsél for the defendant then ob- 
jected to the introduction of this testi- 
mony on the ground that the proof 
offered varied from the allegations of 
the indictment, in that it was charged 
in the latter that Beckley committed 
the perjury during the preliminary 
examination of D. O. McCarthy and J. 
Harvey McCarthy, whereas the witness 
swore that it occurred during the exam- 
ination of the latter alone. 

G. J. Denis, Esq., for the Government 
argued that the cases had been consoli- 
dated by consent in order to save time, 
and that under these circumstances the 
defendant could be tried under the in- 
dictment upon the charge of having 
committed ia” nt in both cases, sepa- 
rately. The Court, however, at the 
close of the argument, sustained the 
defendant’s objection, and instructed 
the jury to acquit Beckley, who was 
thereupon discharged. 

THE BURNS DIVORCE SUIT. 

The trial of the sensational Burns 
divorce suit was resumed before Judge 
McKinley in Department Six yesterday, 
the plaintiff, Mrs. Sarah A. Burns, be- 
ing upon the stand all day, undergoing 
cross-examination. She bore herself 
throughout the trying ordeal with com- 
posure, and readily answered: ali the 
questions asked her. An attempt was 
made by the defense to show by the 
witness that ier to her marriage in 
1878 she and the defendant lived to” 
gether for five years, but.the Court 
refused to admit the evidence, and. sus-.

VITRIFIED BRICK PAVING. 


The Work at San Bernardino Creating a 
Favorable Impression. 

Most of the Los Angeles city officials 
who went to San Bernardino on Thurs- 
day to inspect the vitrified brick pave- 
ment which has been laid on E street in 
that city were much pleased with what 
they saw.

Vitrified brick is comparatively 
new for the purpose of street paving on 
the Coast.

Its advantage 
over bituminous pavements is that it 
wears better and is not so slippery. 

The vitrified pavement, as laid in San 
Bernardino, appears to be almost inde- 
structable. There are two layers of 
brick, the lower one laid flat and the 
other tier on edge. Such a pavement 
as this will wear, it is claimed by those 
interested in it, for an aimost indefinite 
time, as has been fully proved in cities | 
where vitrified brick pavement has 
been in constant use for many years. 
In fact, there isno variety of pavement, 
they say, that can compare with it in 
wearing qualities, its many striking 
advantages placing it’ high above 
asphalt, bitumen, c ble-stones, wooden 
blocks or any other known pavement. 

Street paving is, in any case, a costly 
undertaking, and care should be taken 
to get the best material—a material 
that will last a long time and give good 
satisfaction while it lasts. Such a 
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avement it is claimed for the vitrified . 
rick.

MUNROE’S RASCALITY. 


Another Case Which Looks Bad for 
the Young Accountant. 


| A Woman Swindled Out of $1500, the 


Price of Ten Acres of Land Which 
She Authorized Munroe to 
Sell for Her. 


Another piece of rascality on the part 
of George Munroe, the young expert 
accountant, now awaiting trial for for- 
gery, came to light the other day by the 
filing of the preliminary documents in a 
civil suit entitled, Ellen D. Raymond, 
vs. G. W. Glover, Sarah J. Glover, 
George Munroe, and the German-Amer- 
ican Savings Bank. 

In her complaint Mrs. Raymond al- 
leges that on July 1, 1891, she entered 
into a contract with G. W. Glover and 
his wife, whereby she agreed to sell 
them lot 36 of the W. R. Rowland 
tract in the Rancho Puente, con- 
taining 10.61 acres of land, for $1800, 
of which $500 was to be paid down and 
the balance of $1300 wasto be paid in 
three years with interest at 9 per cent. 
per annum. The defendant, George 
Munroe, negotiated this sale, as her 
agent, and on February 24 last plain- 
tiff duly executed a deed to the prop- 
erty to Glover, which was delivered to 
him by Munroe, who either before, or 
at that time, received from him the 
first payment of $500. Instead, how- 
ever, at the delivery of this deed, of 
executing a note and mortgage on the 
land for $1800 in plaintiff’s name, 
Glover and his wife, at the request of 
Munroe, but without plaintiff’s consent, 
made them out in Munroe’s name and in 
violation of hisduty as agent, and, in 
fraud of plaintiff’s rights, the ‘atter 
took both note and mortgage and 
pledged them at the German-American 
Savings Bank as security for $100U he 
borrowed there on March 1 last. 

The plaintiff, who is therefor out of 
both land and money, brought the suit 
to obtain a decree declaring that Mun- 
roe and the defendant bank accepted 
the money, note and mortgage as trus- 
tee only for plaintiff, and, if not, that it 
be adjudged that the amount claimed 
be a vendor’s lien against the property.

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A RELIC OF “SMOO THY.” 


The Bryant-Boyce Suit Decided 
Yesterday. 


A Judgment For $2000 Given Against 
the Smooth Citizen. 


The.Story of One of the Old Tribune’s ' 


Crooked Deals. 


Hiow Dr. Bryant and Col. G. Wiley Wells 
Were Victimized—A Very Clever 
Piece of Confidence Work 
by a Master Hand, 


Judge Van Dvke tried the case of J. 
H. Bryant vs. H. H. Boyce, an action to 
recover the sum of $2400, alleged to 
have been received from plaintiff to the 
usewof defendant, at various times trom 
February 13, 1889, to February 12, 
1891, and received judgment for the 
plaintiff therein, as prayed for, yester- 
day morning. 

The plaintiff's testimony is to the effect 
that on February 138, 1889, Boyce 
called upon him and announced that he 
youst have $2000 immediately, ds there 
Was an attachment on the paper. 

He represented that ke owned a ma- 
jority of shares ofthe first issue of 
stock of the Tribune, and that he had 
also a quantity of real property, which 
he was trying to sell. As security he 
offered to put up a majority of the 
stock, worth about $12,000. 

Dr. Bryant told him thatif he would 
put up the majority of the stock in the 
hands of his attorney, Col. Wells, he 
would lend him his note for one year, 
to be used only at a certain bank as ac- 
commodation paper alone. A note for 
$2000, dated February 13, 1889, pay- 
able one year after date to G. Wiley 
Wells was drawn up and left atthe lat- 
ter’s office. 

Boyce called at Col. Wells’s office in 

@ pretended hurry the next cay and 
Shated the note. He had not brought 
the stock, but the attorney gave it to 
him upon his promise to bring the stock 
around to the office at once, Boyce 
never brought the stock. He subse- 
quently, however, sent around eighty 
shares ot second issue stock, the face 
value of which was $2000. 

Instead of using the note as accom- 
modation paper, and putting it up in 
bank, Boyce turned it over to H. T. 
Payne, then business manager of the 
Tribune, and Boyce’s name does not oc- 
cur on the note atall. Payne indorsed 
the note ‘‘without recourse,’’ and sold 
it to a Dr. Smith in this city, who held 
it for one year or more, and after ma- 
turity, sued the maker and Attorney 
Wells, the indorser, who had to pay it. 
Before this occurred Messsrs. Wells and 
Bryant went to Boyce and besought him 
to pay the then overdue note. Boyce 
on this occasion presented an order on 
the directors of the Tribune Publishing 
Company for $2000 out of what was 
due him for his share of the paper, but 
the Tribnne went to pieces and the or- 
def was worthless. 

The defendant, in a deposition taken 
before a Boston notary public, denied 
that he ever received any moncy from 
Bryant, for any purpose whatever, He 
alleges, however, that in~ February, 
1889, he, on behalf of the Tribune Pub- 
lishing Company, arranged to let G. 
Wiley Wells have $2000 of the capital 
stock of the corporation for himself and 
Bryant. In payment therefor Wells in- 
Morsed over to the Tribune Publishing 
Company a note for $2000 from Bry- 
unt to himself. Upon receipt thereof 
the Tribune Publishing Company issued 
eighty shares of fully paid-up stock to 
Wells as trustee and delivered the same 
to him. There was an agreement at 
that time that enough stock should be 
pooled to make a majority of the capital 
stock, provided the other purchasers 
agreed thereto, but some preferred not 
to, and the matter fell through. 

The note was subsequently negotiated 
by H. T. Payne, the business manager 
of the company, and the proceeds paid 
snto the treasury of the company. 

OUT OF WHOLE CLOTH. 

Of course no one takes any stock in 
“Smoothy’s deposition, as the true 
facts of the case were freely stated by 
Col. Wells and Dr. Bryant shortly after 
the swindle, and the “swear” is conse- 
quently taken for what it is worth— 
nothing. As for the judgment, that is 
about all that Dr. Bryant will probably 
ever get. It was tke first venture of 
the doctor in the newspaper line, and it 
is hardly probable that should he be ap- 
proached in the interest of Capt. Gnat, 
or any other newspaper scheme, that 
he will take the bait as readily as inthe 
past, in view of his costly experience. 

Boyce is now in Boston, where 
he is said to be ‘holding a _posi- 
tion on the Arena of some sort at an 
annual salary of $4590. This position 
is probably being held under some sort 
of a contract, as it is currently reported 
that Boycé acquired an interest in the 

ublishing company for some Org:Grande 
mining stock. It is generally believed | 
that Boyce has the company ‘in the 
door,” as letters have been received at 
Chicago, Sacramento and in this city 
making inquiries about his character. 
From the replies sent back it is hardly | 
likely that the smooth citizen’ will hold.

The turning on of water through the 
great siphon at Olive yesterday marked an 
era of prosperity in the history of the 
upper SantaAna Valley. Fully 2500 peo- 
ple from Orange, Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino counties were present, and all 
were united inthe opinion that it was a 
red-letter day for Olive and the surround- 
ing country. 

Orange county began housekeeping on 
July 17, 1889, and ever since it left the 
parental roof of Los Angeles it has been 
awaiting an opportunity to have the old 
folks come down and make the children a 
visit. With this in view the Santa Ana 
Valley Irrigation Company, the Olive Mill- 
ing Company and Messrs. Frick Bros. ex- 
tended an invitation to Mayor Hazard, the 
City Council and other notables of Los An- 
geles and other counties, together with the 
people generally, to be their guests at Olive 
yesterday on the occasion of turning the 
first water through one of the largest

siphons in the world, which has just been 
completed by Messrs. Frick Bros. at a cost 
of $7000 or $8000. 

An excursion train on the Santa Fé Rail- 
road left Los Angeles yesterday at 11 
o’clock and was joined at Orange by the San 
Diego train, bringing several hundred 
guests from Santa Ana and other towns in 
the southery portion of the county. ' 

General Manager Wade's private‘car, in 
which were Mayor Hazard, wife and sister, 
President of the City Council Bonsall, Coun- 
cilmen McGarry, Nickel, Alford, Rhodes, 
Innes, City Engiueer Dockweiler, City Zan- 
jero Dalton and members of the press, in 
charge of Passenger Agent J. F. Tincher of 
the Southern California Railroad. repre- 
senting General Manager Wade, who was 
unable to be present, made up the rear of 
the train, and in ten minutes’ run from 
Orange the station of Olive was reached, 
when hundreds of men, women and children 
left the train and began to climb the hill 
overlooking the valley to the south and west 
and the gently sloping hill to the north and 
east.

States. The colored population im 
creases from 150,000 to 200,000 per 
annum and the death rate is less than 
that of the whites. ‘In less than a quar-

Inthe Presbyterian 
denomination there are 269 churches 
and 15,000 members in regular stand- 
ing. Dr. Ormiston gave a graphic ac- 
count of his visit to some of the colored 
churches inthe South and he empha- 
sized the necessity of intelligent Chris- 
tian effort among the colored people. 

There were other interesting reports 
on the various benevolent societies, 
such as the Ministerial Relief Associa- 
tion, Sunday-school and Home Mission. 
The last was given by the Rev. Mr. 
Seward, the synodical missionary, who 
isan active and thoroughly practical 
man, 

At the noon hour the presbytery took 
arecess, and the members seemed to 
thoroughly enjoy the bountiful repast 


m. Rev. H Gage reported on the 
condition and progress of the churches 
in the presbytery. The report was 
very vigorous and encouraging, al- 
though quite a number of churches 
failed to fill up the usual blanks sent 
out.
